Letter to me and the Committee,they ſents receive the Kings approbation 
before they conveyed it to us, and ail they dic paſſed (though privarly) by 
allowance of Major Generall Stradling, ard Lovelace Coverioar of Car- 
marthen, that breeds my doubt they have yer rotten coares, and I ſhall 
try before I overmuch truſt them: On Friday rhe Commilltoners drew 
Fitcen hundred Clubmen into Town, :inlwith the Town(men undertook 
tie def-nce, diſmiſſing the Governour an4 his Souldiers : Qur Forces ly- 
ag then at Saint {-ers, ſix miles thor! of Carm wvrhen, ftaying for ſome 
Carriages that were not come up ; th# ricx: day we appeared in ſeverall 
bodies, Six hundred Horſe and Dragoons ard i wo thouſand Foot before 
the Town, and ſpent the evening in interchange of Parlyes, at eleven at 
nizht we concluded, and this morning pit it in <x-cution, ſome of the ma- 
nfeſt'y criminous deſerted the Town, and fl:d wih the Enemy, fome 
Troopers and Captains daily fall in to us, =nd the Ciud-men.in Cardigan- 
ſe refiſt the Enemy, detain theis Contributions, and (in compliance 
with Colonel! Lewes, who negle&erh no mcans to win them) as I here de-

Entlemen, We raking into conſideration the unhappy cffc&ts thar War 

(being coninued) muy produce between the county of Pembroke, and 
theſe ncighbauring counties of (armarthen and (ardigan and others; the 
unity whercof is requiſi:e under many Relations, to the preſervation, of 
which you and we cqual'y pretend, namely our Religion, Loyalcy, 2n4 
Laws, thongh we have been hitherto ſo unhappy, as to endeavour the pre- 
ſerving of theſe by deſtroying one another. 

To prevent therefore the continuance of theſe miſeries we have for- 
merly felr, and the fears of worſe that may enſue (if pcfſioly it may be) 
and that we may move towards theſe ends, we ſeverally profefſe to be the 
ſame, with better aſſurance of obtaining them, and more piety towards 
our ſelves ; We conceive (that if your concurrence be had therein) tkat a 
Treaty between a certain number Commiſſioned ont of theſe rwo Counties 
and yours, may produce a better eff<& ro every of us, then the Hoſtiliry 
between us hath hitherto done,or (if continued)1i; like to de.

as we ſhall finde Capable of proteion, and refer the exempted to ſupe-

thenſhire, ſet forth by Major Generall Langhorne, at St. Clecres the 19 
day of Ottober,16 45. 


Entlemen, alchough your credulity { to ine greateit Inſtruments of 

rour Ruine, ) heretofore {to your deare experience) peſl.fled you 
with an optnton, the King and Parliaments forces delignes nothing leſſs, 
then reducing you to obedience and ſe:tlement of your Peace, and 1/ with 
compunction) confefle at my laſt advance into theſe parts of your Coun- 
ty, ths licentionineſſe of my unpaid Souldiers, might adde ſome fer- 
l-dnes fo that injurious conceit ; I praiſe God and the Parliaments pro- 
vidence, my men upon the preſent advance, reſt well ſatisfied with the 
pay they received, and are become liable to Diſcipline, of that T (hall nor 
forbeare the ftrieſt execution u50n apparant offenders. 

My earneſt withes are,you will now at length beundeceived, and pretend 
not refcue of your Eſtates, to colour obſtinate reſiſtance of the Authority 
wheretoyou owe all you call yours, bur make preſent ſubmiſſtos to the 
power of King and Parliament, and joyne (againſt the common Enemy) 
with the Forces by their Commiſſion under my conduc, whoſe principall 
endeavour it is, to aſſert your Religion, your Laws, your Liberties. 

You ſo doing, in exchange of your imaginary feares, I tender my Re- 
putation in the preſence of Heaven and Earth (for gaining your confi- 
dence,) I will not dread to engage my life with my power and fertunes, 
in proteRtion of your perſons and Eſtates, as well againſt thoſe of mine 
owne Command, as the notorious adverſaries of our Religion, Liberties, 
Peace, and Profperitt?.

Tothe fourth, the marching of the Army out of the County, and no othe- 
power ſetled, for its preſervation is inconſiſtent with my truſt. 
To the fifth, the ſpeciall emergent occaſions way require preſt men here, 
when other places may be void of danger, and not pofitively to be granted, 
Tothe fixth, A profeſſion againſt the Covenant or willing declining of it 
is an open profeſſion of enmity to King and Parliament , and the delireof 
"Gs manifeſteth the Treaty on that part to be illuſory , and ſuper- 
ciall. 
If upon my Declaration the Gates be opened , and the T oone ae- 
livered, | ſhall make goed What I have undertaken ; other\vi/: 
I all leave the Wealth of it, to the diſpoſe of the Sonldier, ani 
not make contratts for the price of their blood.
